d) processing means for detecting the reception of 
the information signal and the intercoupling 
between the accessory to the radio and the radio, 
and, responsive to the detection thereof, for 
activating the audible alert.

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16. A method o^f operating a radio in accordance with 
claim 13 wherein the step of activating further 
comprises thfc step of: activating the silent alert 
for the first predetermined time period followed 
the audible alert for the second predetermined 
time period. 
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17. A method of operating a radio in accordance with 
claim 13 further comprising the steps of: 
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e) detecting intercoupling between an accessory to 
the radio and the radio; and 

f) activating the audible\alert responsive to such 
detection and the timesLwhen the information 
signal is received by tare step of receiving. 
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A method of operating a radio having advantages 
^provided by an accessory to the radio, the method 
comprising: 

receiving an information signal; 
generating a silent alert; 
generating an audible alert; and 
detecting the reception of the information signal
